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BOERS MASSING 
ON BRITISH FRONT 


Kruger's Forces Gathering Within 
Few Miles of Roberts 


BRITONS ARE MOVING UP 


Movement of Transvaalers Indicates a 


Coming Battle, 


ENGLISH COMMANDER SEEMS READY 


Opposing Armies in Great Strength 
Are Now Facing Each Other 
Within Fifteen Miles of 
Free State Cavital. 
Battle Expected. 


London, March 30.—4 a. m.—The Boers 
are concentrating in force about fifteen 
miles north of Bloemfontein in the rear 
of Glen and Lord Robérts is sending for- 
ward troops to engage them, The Seventh 
infantry division and part of General 
French's cavalry have been sent up to join 
the Fourteenth brigade, and the two cav- 
alry regiments that are holding Glen and 
its environs. 

It does not seem probable that the Boers 
Will give serious battle in the fairly open 
north of Glen, Still their evl- 
Strength indicates more than a 
corps of observations. 

In smal] affairs the Boers are dagingly 
aggressive in all parts of the fleld of war. 
The Johannesburg mounted police, es- 
teemed by the Boers to be their best 
mounted command, are raiding the 
country near Bloemfontein, harassing the 
farmers Who have given up their arms to 
the British and are carrying off cattle, 

There is a Boer report from Nata] that 
a Russian soldier of fortune, Colonel 
Ganotzki, 100 horsemen, is operating ciose 
to the British the western 
border.

License Inspector Has W. D. Dofsey 
in Recorder’s Court. 


HE SOLD TO ATLANTA MERCHANTS 


Recorder Broyles Holds That Chick- 
ens and Eggs Are Not Mentioned 
in the Peddling Ordinance. 


The arrest of W. D. Dorsey, a country 
merchant, by City License Inspector Hun- 
ter yesterday morning resulted in a verv 
important question being finally decided 
in the recorder’s court, which involved the 
rights of such merchants to dispose of 
eccds in Atlanta. 

Dorsey, who has a store in White coun- 
ty, was charged with peddling without a 
license, the inspector hoping to show that 
the defendant was guilty of violating the 
peddling ordinance’ because he sold pro- 
duce from a wagon in Atlanta which he 
had botight and not raised himself. 

It has been generally understood that 
country people could bring into Atlanta 
and sell any kind of country produce, pro- 
vided they raised it themselves, but in the 
case of Dors2y he frankly admitted -he 
had purchased the chickens and eggs 
which he brought to the city to dispose 
of. He contended, however, that he only 
sold to merchants and not to consumers, 
and this was not disproven. 

The main witnesses against Dorsey was 
ex-Councilman McCullough, and the only 
one to speak in his defense was ex-Coun- 
cilman Maddox. Mr. McCullough,, how- 
ever, joined Mr. Maddox in requesting: the 
recorder, if he had to fine Dorsey at all, to 
make the fine only nominal. 

Inspector Hunter insisted upon a fine 
that would make an example of Dorsey. 

‘‘Make him pay enough,” urged the in- 
spector, ‘‘so he will go back home and-iell 
others about it.” 

All of this was when the recorder seem- 
ed inclined to find Dorsey guilty. 

After reading the city ordinances close- 
ly, Recorder Broyles announced that he 
wasn't going to fine Dorsey at all, as he 
had a right under the city laws to sell 
his produce to Atlanta merchants, wheth- 
er he raised it or not.

Acting Secretary of War Sends 
Information to Senate 


SHOWS ALL PURCHASES MADE 


Vessels Bought by Quartermaster's De- 
partment Shown, 


OUTLAY OF MONEY 1S DESCRIBED 


Meiklejohn Presents the Names of 
Boats Bought, the Price Paid 
for Each and the Amount 
That Is Expended in 
Repairs. 


Washington, March 29.—Acting Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn has sent a report from 
the quartermaster general to the senate 
in reply to a resolution of January 9th 
last calling upon the secretary of ‘war for 
a list of all transport ships and other ves- 
sels purchased or chartered by the war 
department since (March 4, 1897, together 
with their names, from whom purchased 
or chartered, the cost of purchase or 
charter, the cost of fitting up or repair 
and the number and names of vessels sold 
and the reasons for such action. 

The department’s answer is in the form 
of three large tables, replying specifically 
to the various inquiries of the senate. 
From these it appears that only one ves- 
-gsel was sold, the steam tug Atlantic, 
which was worn out and condemned. She 
brought $1,469. The transport ‘Hooker, 
which was fitted up for laying a deep sea 
cable in the Philippines, grounded near 
Corregidor tsland while en route from 
Manila to Hong Kong and was lost. The 
steam lighter Bessie ‘became the property 
of the government under the terms of 
the charter for $12,007 and was renamed 
the Kearney. 

It-was shown that thirteen vessels have 
been purchased by the quartermaster’s 
department since ‘March 4, 1897, exclusive 
of those purchased for the army trans- 
port service for transportation incident 
to the Gpanish war. These included the 
ferryboat John Hancock, the steam tugs 
General Hunt, Martha and John Barry 
and ten steam launches at a total cost of 
112,479 with $9,520 for repairs. 

Forty-nine vessels of all classes were 
)purchased for the army transport service 
during and since the Spanish war, in- 
cluding about twenty-five small craitt, 
guch as tugs, launches and lighters, pur- 
chased in the Philippines. The total pur- 
chase price of these vessels was $3,074,400 
and the total cost of refitting and repair- 
ing was $5,189,093. The most expensive 
vessels were the transports Grant, Logan, 
Sheridan, Sherman, Thomas and Han- 
cock. The purchase price of the first five 
named was $660,000 each, and that of the 
Hancock $600,000. The expense of fitting 
up these vessels is stated as follows: 

Hancock $533,516, Grant $328,459, Logan 
$483,839, Sheridan $339,169, Sherman $026,964, 
Thomas $335,365. 

It thus appears that the ‘Hancock, Lo- 
gan and Sherman cost over $1,000,000 each 
and the other three named a slightly less 
amount. The purchase price of the trans- 
port Meade was $400,000 and $374,000 was 
expended in fitting her wp. 

The original cost of the hospital ship 
Relief was $450,000 and $265,591 was ex- 
pended in her transformation. The thos- 
pital ship Missouri has cost the govern- 


ment so far $430,612, of which a little more4 


than half was expended in adapting her 
to hospital purposes. Two of the large 
transports, Burnside and Hooker, are 
captured Spanish steamers. All the prin- 
cipal transports were acquired under the 
terms of their charters and were paid for 
out of the appropriation for the national 
defense. 

There were 147 vessels chartered for the 
transport service at a total cost of $10,- 
631,519 for services rendered and a total of 
$1,894,342 in restoring them to their origi- 
nal condition on cancellation of aharters. 
Of the chartered vessels seventy-nine 
were attached to the Atlantic fleet at a 
cost for service of $2,882,284 and for re- 
pairs of $170,580. 

The remaining sixty-eight chartered 
vessels were employed on the Pacific ata 
cost of $7,749,235 for services and $107,608 
for repairs.

Deceased Roman Left Valuable Doc- 
ument to His Family. 
Rome, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)—Rome 
and Floyd county lost one of their best 
and foremost citizens n the death of 
Cuptain Reuben Grove Clark, and the city 
is plunged in mourning today, ; 
Captain Clark’s lHfe record is a remark- 
able one in many respects, and demon- 
Strates the success that comes to those 
who have pluck, perseverance and sterling 
integrity, however hampering the en- 

vironments. 

Captain Clark in 1891 compiled his wat 
experiences for his family. The copy is 
beautifully typewritten, anl bound in edi- 
tion de luxe style. It consists of ninety- 
four pages, and is of absc rbing interest, 
detailing his experiences from entering 
Service until the surrender. Surely, rew 


had during that memorable period, 

_The (memoirs are dedicated to Captain 
Clark’s two daughters, Miss Rosalie, nuw 
dead, and Mrs. 2. EK. Magill, of St. Louts. 
Of his earlier life he says: 

“My father required my services on the 

farm during spring and summer, and sent 
me to the old field sehvot in the winter. 
When sixteen years of ase, with the ap- 
proval of my parents, I left home on foot 
with $2.50 in my pocket, for which 1 had 
sohl a pig, to accept a situation with my 
eldest brother, who had a little store in 
the sniall town otf Kutiedge, ‘enn., re- 
ceiving for my first year’s services my 
board and $39 worth of ciothing.’’ 
After one year’s service with a Mr. Gill, 
Cuptain Clark went to Rutledge again, 
determined to secure an education. The 
result he states: “I went to Rutledge, 
where an Irishman who had graduated at 
Dublin, Ireland, had opened a school. He 
Was finely educated, and much was ex- 
fected of him, but he proved to be an 
educated fool. All parties interested be- 
came disgusted, und ais szhvo!l proke up 
alter a tew weeks. This ended my ettoris 
to obtain a school education.” 

When sixteen years vld he went to 
Knoxville and accepted a place in a large 
ury goods _fouse, steadily advancing and 
Winning ie esteem of every one by his 
earnestness and splendid business quali- 
ties. He had risen to an important place 
when the war broke out. 

In July 1561, he enlisted in the confed- 
erate army, in which he fovght until cap- 
tured the second timme at Morristown jin 
the winter of 1864-5. Singularly to say, he 
enlisted at that point and there was taken 
prisoner. His introduction to War was on 
the bloody field of first Manassas, just af- 
ter the great battle. 

Shortly atter entering he went to Mor- 
ristown and raised a company, which he 
captained. Space does noc permit detail- 
ing the many battles in which he took 
part, or ihe personai reminiscences of 
great leaders, It would nil torm a news- 
paper article of vast interest and value. 
He was at the siege of Vicksburg and its 
fall July 4, 183. In September, 1563, Cap- 
tain ClarK was exchanged and joined 
General Joe Johnston's army at Daiton. 

srownlow, in The Knoxville Whig and 
Rebel Ventilator, charged Caypiain Clark 
with having one John Gray, a cruel ma- 
rauder, shot, anda ais9 with the Killing o! 
some men at Saltville, Va., atter they had 
surrendered, though Captain Clark had 
never been there. srownlow continuel 
this persecution of him afterwards, and 
while the.captain was in jail in Knoxville, 
reccoinmended (hat he be taken out and 
shot. 

Captain Clark -was confined in jail sev- 
eral months charged with treason and 
murder, and suffered inhuman treatment. 
All of his p,roperty Was confiscated, and 
it became necessary tor him to Lo 
Washington and secure a special pardon 
from fresident Jvuhnson, which was 
granted. 

in lsit Captain Ciark came to Rome and 
began at once to lay the foundation of 
his immense fortune. For many years he 
was largeiy

president of the Howell Cotton Company, 
of Georgia. A 1ew years ago his beatiful 
daughter, MisS-atosahe, died, anid the 
tather was fheart-broken. Ne built a 
beautiful memorial chapel to the first 
Presbyterian church and dedicated it 
her memory. ‘ihe tuneral will tak? place 
tomorrow ncrning.

Records in Greene-Gaynor: Case Ar- 
rive at Savannah. 
Savannah, Ga., March 2).—(Special.)— 
The arrival of five or six boxes at the 
United States court, in the  postoffice 
building, created a good deal of curiosity 
this morning, and the resultant inquiries 
developed the fact that these boxes con- 
tained the records, including the exhibits, 
in the famous Carter-Greene-Gaynor con- 
spiracy case, in which a decision from 
the New York courts is just now being 

anxiously awaited. 

The arrival of the records in the case, 
however, is not considered significant, no 
more so than it is expected that Judge 
Brown, of the district court in New York, 
will soon render his decision, directing 
that Greene and the Gaynors come back 
to Savannah for trial, and the recoras 
will be on hand so that there will be no 
delay. 

District Attorney, Marion Erwin has

He was suffering 
principally with eczema, although there 
were compiiéations which seriously af- 
fected his constitution and undermined 
his health, which, until that time; with 
the exception of a few slight attacks, 
had been excellent.

Immediately after. receiving the tele- 
gram yesterday morning announcing tne 
death of his father John Sanders made 
arrangements to meet the body as far as 
possible down the road.

Pryor Street 


PAVING IS BEING RUINED, 


Lignt Street Car Rails Are Said To Be 
the Cause, 


TWO ASPHALT CONTRACTS AWARDED 


Street Committee of. Council Held a 
Lively Meeting Yesterday Af- 
ternon and Decided Several 
Matters of Interest to 
the Public. 


The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany may compelled ‘by the city to 
tear up its South Pryor street tracks and 
substitute a rail that «will not injure the 
Paving, tt being the present 
that the tracks now in 
the street by displacing 
bricks. 

The matter arose. during the meeting of 
the street committee of council vesterday 
afternoon and it was the opinion of all 
memibers of that body who spoke upon 
the subject that something should be done 
at once to make the street railway com- 
Pany substitute rails that will not injure 
the street. City Attorney Anderson 
‘Stated that the committee had no power 
to act in the matter, but that the action 
of council would tbe sufficient to compe! 
the street railway company to make the 
change in rails. 

The city attorney was instructed, there- 
fore, to draft a resolution covering the 
subject and this will introduced dur- 
ing the meeting of council next Monday 
afternoon by Alderman S. W. Davy, 
chairman of th street committee. It has 
not been definitely decided whether the 
resolution will be signed by the: entire 
committee or will come from Alderman 
‘Day, but whatever the manner in which 
the resolution reaehes council it will have 
the backing of the street committee. 

How the Discussion Arose. 

The discussion during the committee 
meeting yesterday began in connectw#n 
with Whitehall street. It was announced 
that the officials of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Compeny had declared it 
would take several months for them to 
obtain the groove rail whieh the city de- 
mands for the thoroughfare. It appeared 
to be the opinion of several of the com- 
mitteemen that the street railway was at- 
tempting to block the game, and although 
no definite action was taken yesterday, .t 
is safe to gay that the street railway 
company will not be allowed to place the 
T rail on Whitenall street. 

*“— hope,’’ said Alderman Day in dis- 
cussing the matter, “that this commit- 
tee will not allow the street railway com- 
pany to ruin ‘Whitehall street by putting 
down anyrhing except the groove rail. 
There is South ‘Pryor street, which is in 
a terrible condition from Garnett street 
as far as the brick paving extends, simply 
because the city allowed the street rail- 
way company to save itself a little money 
by putting down a light rail. ‘As a result 
the bricks have been torn and jolted from 
their places and the property owners 
have a very ugly and in some cases a 
dangerous street. 

‘That the condition of the street 
result of the kind of rails used by 
street railway company is proved by the 
fact that from Garnett street to Mitchell 
street the paving in good condition. 
From Garnetf street to Mitchell the 
groove rails were used. 

“It is my opinion that it is not now too 
late to make the street railway company 
substitute the groove rails for those now 
on South Pryor street from Garnett street 
to Georgia avenue, and this committee 
should take some action.” 

Committee All Agree. 

The other members. of the committee 
expressed exactly the same ideas and the 
committee asked Judge Anderson how to 
proceed.

Opening with prices | point higher to 
3 points lower, selling movement suddenly 
developed with little resistance until the at- 
tention of sellers was attracted to the 
favorable character of the reports from the 
south respecting the status of the new crop. 
These reports while somewhat conflicting told 
of late planting and unsatisfactory germina- 
tion for the more southerly localities, with 
practically no planting, as yet reported from 
the Atlantic territory. A good deal of cot- 
ton had lately been sold upon the basis of 
heavy acreage. This led to caution. However, 
the general market showed a weak undertone 
throughout the The English decline 
was attributed by private cables chiefly to 
bearish crop accounts from this side. The lo- 
cal market was almost entirely lacking in 
outside support and depended on covering by 
shorts for business. Public cables -noting a 
further decline of 1-16da in spot prices and 
214@4'% tn futures. Yarns at Manchester quiet 
and very little doing: cloths were decidedly 
unsatisfactory. Following the opening call the 
market broke sharply. There was general 
and heavy selling in the afternoon which in- 
creased the decline to 7@18 points and closed 
steady at the lowest point.
